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HIGH SCHOOL REQUIREMENTS 


After a number of years’ teaching experi- 
ence in four of our states and territories, 
I realize the existence of different standards 
and requirements for school management 
and promotions. Many other teachers with 
whom I have talked have recognized the 
same facts. In some sections discipline is 
lax, and the number of facts to be abso- 
lutely mastered are very few. In these sec- 
tions it is a hard task to get the pupils and 
the people to realize that requirements are 
low, and that they should be improved. 
The teacher may tell the pupils, people and 
board the state of affairs, buc they usually 
think it is just another story of an enthusi- 
ast or specialist, and that no attention is 
to be paid to it. How can the teachers 
more effectually improve the conditions in 
these new or backward places? What 
method can they use to place the schools 
in these places on a par with the average 
schools without antagonizing the people? 
These are questions thought about for some 
time. Many methods have been thought ol 
as answers. The accompanying chart ol 
high schoo] requirements is one that wil) 
be helpful to high school teachers and prin- 
cipals. In it the pupils and people can see 
the actual requirements in many other 
places, and the average of these require- 
ments. Any high school pupil or patron 
can make comparisons of these facts and 
averages with his own school. If his schoo) 
is behind, surely his pride and desire to be 
up with the times will prompt improvement. 
The following list of questions were sent to 
principals of high schools located in cities 
of about 10,000 to 11,000 population. 
Answers were received from forty-four. 

The chart is self-explanatory. The ques- 
tions are at the left, and the data from any 
one place is in a vertical column under the 
name of the place. The places with a star 


at the left of the name have a much larger 
population: 


EXPLANATION—YN in 19 indicates 
they have them, but think them harmful. 
In 16, L stands for literary; R for required; 
D for declamation; E for essay; O for ora- 
tion; and a number with any of these let- 
ters indicates the number per year. In av- 
erages of 6, the first number indicates num- 
ber of answers to question, and the second 
the number of those that teach the subject.

The following bill, introduced by Sena- 

tor Mack on February 6, 1907, has passed 

both houses of the Nevada Legislature: 

The People of the State of Nevada, repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do en- 
act as follows: 


Section 1. The Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction shall be elected quadren- 
nially by the qualified electors of the State 
at the same time and in the same manner 
as the Governor is elected and shall hold 
Office for the term of four years from the 
first Monday in January next after the 
election, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 







Sec. 2. The Superintemdent of Public 
Instruction shall have power and it shall 
be hig duty: 


First—To visit each county in the State 
at least once each year for the purpose of 
conducting teachers’ institutes, visiting 
schools, consulting with school officers, and 
addressing public assemblies on subjects 
pertaining to the schools. 


Second—To apportion the General School 
Fund among the several counties as pro- 
vided in Sec. 90 of this Act. 


Third—To apportion the schoo] funds of 
each county among its various districts as 
provided in Sec. 91 of this Act. 


Fourth—To report to the Governor, bi- 
ennially, on or before the first day of De- 
cember of the years preceding the regular 
session of the Legislature. The Governor 
shall transmit said report to the Legisla- 
ture; and whenever it is ordered published 
the State Printer shall deliver a sufficient 
number of copies to the Superintendent, 
who shall distribute the same among school 
Officers of the State and of the United 
States. Said report shall contain a full 
statement of the condition of public in- 
struction in the State; a statement of the 
condition and amount of all funds and 
property appropriated to the purpose of 
education; the number and grade of schools 
in each county; the number of children in 
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Revised Nevada School Law. 


AN ACT to provide for the reorganization of the System of School Supervision and Mainten- 
ance, to repeal All Acts and Parts of Acts in Conflict Therewith, and Matters 
Properly Connected Therewith. 





each county between the ages of six and 
eighteen years of age; the number of such 
attending public schools; the number at- 
tending private schools; the number at- 
tending no schools; the number under six 
years of age; the number between eigh- 
teen and twenty-one years of age; the 
amount of public school moneys apportion- 
ed to each county; the amount of money 
raised by county taxation, district tax, sub- 
scription or otherwise, by any city, town, 
district or county, for the support of 
schools therein; the amount of money 
raised for building school houses; a state- 
ment of plans for the management and im- 


provement of public schools; and such 
other information relative to the educa- 
tional interests of the State as he may 


think of importance. 





Fifth—To prescribe suitable rules and 
regulations for making all reports and con- 
ducting all necessary proceedings under 
this Act and to furnish suitable blank forms 
for the same; to cause the same, with such 
instructions as he shall deem necessary 
and proper for the organization and zgov- 
ernment of schools, to be transmitted to 
the loca] school officers, who shal! be gov- 
erned in accordance therewith. He shall 
prepare a convenient form of school regis- 
ter for the purpose of securing accurate 
returns from the teachers of public schools, 
and shall furnish each school district in 
the State with such registers. He shall 
prepare pamphlet copies of the school law 
and all amendments thereto, and shall 
transmit a copy thereof to each school 
trustee, school marshal, and schoo] teacher 
in the State. 


Sixth—To convene a State Teachers’ In- 
stitute biennially in the even-numbered 
years in such place and at such time as 
he may deem advisable. It shall be his 
further duty to convene four District Teach- 
ers’ Institutes in the various sections of 
the State biennially in the odd-numbered 
years in such places and at such times as 
he may deem advisable. He shall engage 
such institute lecturers and teachers as 
he shal] deem advisable, and shall preside 
over and regulate the exercises of all State 
and District Institutes. No institute shall 
continue less than four or more than ten 
days. The expense incurred in holding 
such institutes shall be paid out of the 
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State General Fund; provided, that the 
amount for the State Institue shall not ex- 
ceed two hundred dollars nor the amount 
of any one District Institute one hundred 
and fifty dollars, and the State Controller 
is hereby authorized and directed to draw 
his warrants for the same upon the order 
of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. All teachers shal] be required to at- 
tend the district institutes held in the su- 
pervision districts in which they may be 
teaching respectively, unless they shall be 
excused for good cause by the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, and without loss 
of salary for the time thus employed. 


Seventh—To call, with the approval of 
the Board of County Commissioners, a 
county teachers’ institute in any county at 
such time and place as in his judgment 
will best subserve the educationa] inter- 
ests of the county, and to preside over and 
regulate the exercises of the same. The 
expenses of such institute shall be paid out 
of the County General Fund of the county 
in which such institute is held; provided, 
that the Board of County Commissioners 
shall authorize such institute upon the ap- 
plication of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction; and provided, that such ex- 
penses shall not exceed the sum of one 
hundred dollars. All teachers shall be re- 
quired to attend any county institute held 
in the counties in which they shall be 
teaching respectively, unless excused for 
good cause by the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction, and without loss of salary 
for the time thus employed. 


Righth—To call meetings of the State 
Board of Education in January and July 
of each year and at such other times as 
he shal] deem proper or when two mem- 
bers of said Board shall request a meeting. 


Ninth—To appoint School Trustees in all 
districts in which the qualified voters fail 
to elect, and to fill by appointment all va- 
cancies occurring in said office. 


Tenth—To nominate Deputy Superinten- 


dents of Public Instruction for appoint- 
ment by the State Board of Education. 


Eleventh—To perform such other duties 
relative to the public schools as may be 
prescribed by law. 


Twelfth—To have done at the State 


Printing Office any printing required under 
this Act. 


Sec. 3. The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall, at the expiration of his 


term of office, deliver to his successor all 
property and effects belonging to his of- 
fice and take a receipt for the same. 


Sec. 4. The office of County Superinten- 
dent of Public Schools either as a sepa- 
rate office or as an ex-Officio shall be, and 
hereby is, abolished for ali counties in this 
State on and after the 3lst day of August, 
1907; provided, that the ex-officio County 
Superintendent shall make the reports for 
the school year ending on the 3ist day of 
August, 1907. 


Sec. 5. Upon the nomination of the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, the 
State Board of Education shall, on or be- 
fore the first Monday in September, 1907, 
and each fourth year thereafter, appoint 
four Deputy Superintendents of Public In- 
struction, who shall take office on the first 
Monday in September and shall serve for 
a period of four years. In case a vacancy 
shall occur in the office of Deputy Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, the State 
Board of Education shall in like manner 
make an appointment for the unexpired 
term. The Deputy Superintendents of 
Public Instruction shall devote their entire 
time to schoo] supervision and shall not 
engage in other work while holding this 
office. 


Sec. 6. Any person holding a teachers’ 
certificate of high-school grade and who 
shall have had not less than forty-five 
months’ successful experience in teaching, 
at least nine months of which shall have 
been in the State of Nevada, shall be eli- 
gible to appointment as Deputy Superin 
tendent of Public Instruction, and no oth- 
ers shall be eligible to such appointment. 


Sec. 7. The State Boari of Education is 
hereby authorized and directed to divide 
the State into four supervision districts, 
establishing the boundaries of such dis- 
tricts in such manner as in its judgment 
will best subserve the public interest; pro- 
vided, however, that such boundary lines 
shall in no case divide a county into two 
or more parts. 


Sec. 8. The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall, with the approval of the 
State Board of Education, assign a Deputy 
Superintendent to each supervision dis- 
tricts and it shall be the duty of each: Depu- 
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ty Superintendent to visit each school in 
his district at least once each year, to ex- 
amine the records and observe the work 
of each schoo! carefully, to advise with 
teachers as to organization, management 
and teaching, to inspect school buildings, 
libraries and apparatus, to confer with 
trustees and county officers as to the con- 
dition and needs of their schools, to hold 
teachers’ meetings, to assist at State, dis- 
trict and county institutes, and otherwise 
advance the educationa] interests of their 
districts. The Deputy Superintendent of 
Public Instruction shall act as deputy ex- 
aminer at teachers’ examinations, as mem- 
ber of the Board of Educational Examiners 
and shall assist the State Board of Edu- 
cation in preparing courses of study and 
examining text books. He shall attend the 
meetings of the State Board of Education 
to furnish information pertaining to the 
schools of his district when said Board 
shall so order. He shall under the direc- 
tion of the State Board of Education ex- 
amine the records and financial accounts 
of each school district and shall, in his 
report to said Board of Education, state 
whether or not the law has been complied 
with in every case, specifically calling at- 
tention to any violations of law. He shail 
make such written reports and perform 
such other duties as may be required by 
the State Board of Education. 


Sec. 9. Subject to the approval of the 
State Board of Education, the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction shall confer 
upon the Deputy Superintendents such 
power and authority to act in his name as 
he .shall deem proper. 


Sec. 10. The State Board of Education 
shall adopt such rules and regulations fur- 
ther defining the powers of the Deputy Su- 
perintendents of Public Instruction as shall, 
in his judgment, be needful to secure effi- 
clency and co-ordination; provided, that 
such rules and regulations shall be in ac- 
cordance with the laws of this State. 


Sec. 11. The State Board of Educa- 
tion shall, upon the recommendation of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, have 
power to remove Deputy Superintendents 
of Public Instruction from office for evi- 
dent unfitness or for conspicuous failure to 
perform the duties of said office. 


Sec. 12. No certificate or diploma au- 
thorizing any person to teach in the pub- 


lic schools of this State shall be issued by 
any officer or Board except the State Board 
of Education, and the State Board shall is- 
sue only those classes and grades de- 
scribed in this Act; provided, however, that 
all teachers’ certificates previously issued 
by legal constituted authorities shal] re- 
main valid for the time and under the con- 
ditions of the original issue unless revoked 
in accordance with law. 


Sec. 13. Examinations for teachers’ cer- 
tificates in this State shall be held in the 
several counties semi-annually, beginning 
on the second Monday in January and July, 
and continuing not more than four days at 
any one examination; provided, that the 
interest of the schools in any county shall 
require such examinations. The State 
Board of Education shal] make provision 
for such other examinations at such times 
and places as in its judgment the public 
interest may require. 


Sec. 14. All examinations for teachers’ 
certificates shall be conducted by deputy 
examiners, wno shall act under the author- 
ity of the State Board of Education. I* 
shall be the duty of the deputy examiners 
to send all examination papers to the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction without 
grading them. The Deputy Superintendents 
of Public Instruction shall act as deputy 
examiners in such counties in their re- 
spective districts as shall be designated by 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
and the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion shall appoint in addition a sufficient 
number of deputy examiners to provide 
for all the counties of the State;  pro- 
vided, that there shall not be more than 
two such deputy examiners in any one 
county. Deputy examiners other than the 
Deputy Superintendents of Public Instruc- 
tion shall receive a compensation of five 
dollars per day, to be paid as other claims 
out of the State General Fund. The State 
Board of Education shall prescribe such 
rules and regulations governing examina- 
tions as may be needful to secure uniform. 
ity and justice. 


Sec. 15. The questions used for written 
work in teachers’ examinations shall be 
prepared by the State Board of Education, 
and shall be uniform throughout the State. 
Such examination questions shal! be for- 
warded to the various deputy examiners 
throughout the State by the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, so as to reach their 
destination immediately before the date 
set for the examinations. Such questions 
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shall be sent under the seal of the State 
Board of Education, the questions on each 
subject being under separate seal, and no 
questions shall be opened by any deputy 
examiner or other person until the day 
and the hour set for the use of such ques- 
tions, and this time shall be plainly speci- 
fied under each seal. 


Sec. 16. The primary-schoo] certificate, 
good for two years, shall be issued upon 
satisfactory examination in the following 
subjects, and shall entitle the holder to 
teach in any schoo] in which only primary 
branches are taught: Orthography, read- 
ing, grammar, written arithmetic, mental 
arithmetic, penmanship, physiology, his- 
tory of the United States, civil government, 
geography, current news, drawing, theory 
and practice of teaching, and, at the dis- 
cretion of the State Board of Education, 
music, and the elements of chemistry and 
physics. 


Sec. 17. The grammar-school certificate, 
good for three years, shail be issued upon 
satisfactory examination in the following 
subjects, and shall entitle the holder to 
teach in primary, grammar or unclassified 
schools: All the subjects designated for 
primary-school certificates, and in addi- 
tion thereto, algebra, the first and second 
books of plane geometry, English history, 
bookkeeping, physical geography, physics, 
chemistry, and methods of teaching. 


Sec. 18. The high-school certificate, 
good for four years, shall entitle the 
holder to teach in any school, and shall be 
issued upon satisfactory examination in all 
the subjects mentioned in Sections 16 and 
17 of this Act,: and, in addition thereto, 
botany, Latin, genera] history, English lit- 
erature, plane geometry, astononomy, rhet- 
oric, civil government, and the history and 
methods of teaching. 


Sec. 19. Applicants who have taught suc- 
cessfully under any grade of certificate is- 
sued under this Act shall, when applying 
for the next higher grade, be required to 
take only the studies of that grade; pro- 
vided, that any person, holding a primary- 
school certificate, in applying for a gram- 
mar-school certificate, need take only the 
additional branches named in Sec. 17 of 
this act. 


Sec, 20. The State Board of Education 
shall grant a life diploma to any resident 


of the State of Nevada who shall present 
evidence of having taught successfully and 
continuously in the public schools of the 
State of Nevada for a period of seventy- 
two months. A life diploma granted under 
this section shall be of the same grade as 
the certificate held by the appellant at the 
time of application for the diploma, and 
shall entitle the holder thereof to teach in 
any school] in the State of Nevada of a 
grade corresponding to the grade of the 
certificate upon which the life diploma was 
granted. 


Sec. 21. State educational diplomas mav 
be issued to such persons only as have held 
a certificate of high-schoo) grade, and shall 
furnish satisfactory evidence of having been 
successfully engaged at least forty-five 
months in the public schools, twenty months 
of which must have been in Nevada. Every 
application for an educational diploma must 
be accompanied by a certified copy of a 
resolution adopted by the Board of School’ 
Trustees of the district in which the ap- 
plicant has taught at least one year. An 
educational diploma shall entitle the holder 
thereof to teach in any public school in the 
State of Nevada without further examina- 
tion. 


Sec. 22. Life diplomas may be issued 
on all and the same conditions as educa- 
tional diplomas, except that the appliéant 
must furnish satisfactory evidence of having 
been successfully engaged in teaching 
seventy-two months in public schools, twen- 
ty-four of which must have been in Nevada. 
A life diploma shal] entitle the holder there- 
of to teach in any school in the State of 
Nevada without further examination. 


Sec. 23. High-school certificates good 
for five years shall be issued to graduates 
of the Nevada State Normal School, ad- 
vanced-course. Grammar-schoo] certificates 
good for five years shall be issued to grad- 
uates of the Nevada State Normal School, 
elementary course. To the graduates of the 
Nevada State Norma] School who hold high- 
schoo] certificates, the State Baard of Hdu- 
cation shall grant a life diploma of high- 
school grade when said graduates shall have 
completed at least forty-five months of suc- 
cessful teaching in public schools. To all 
graduates of the Nevada State Normal 
Schoo] who hold a grammar-schoo] certifi- 
cate, the State Board of Education shall 
grant a life dilpoma of the grammar grade 
when said graduates shall have completed 
at least forty-five months of successful in- 
struction in public schools. 
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Sec. 24. Graduates of universities, col- 
leges and normal schools approved by the 
State Board of Education shall be permit- 
ted to submit their credentials from such 
institutions, and to the extent that these 
credentials give evidence of scholarship 
and professional] preparation they shal] be 
accepted in lieu of examination. 


Sec. 25. Any teacher holding a life cer- 
tificate from another State shall be per- 
mitted to submit such certificate as evi- 
dence of his or her fitness for teaching, and 
if the State Board of Education shall be 
satisfied that the State which issued such 
certificate maintains a high professional 
standard, said Board may issue a certificate 
for teaching in this State of such grade as 
it shall deem proper. 


Sec. 26. All examination papers for 
teachers’ certificates shall be examined and 
graded under the authority of the State 
Board of Education by the Board of Eiduca- 
tlonai Examiners, which shall consist of 
at least two members of the State Board of 
Education, the Deputy Superintendents of 
Public Instruction, and such other persons, 
not to exceed three in number, as may be 
appointed by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. The Board of Educational Ex- 
aminers shall certify the grade of each ap- 
plicant in each subject to the State Board 
of Education. Persons appointed by the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction as 
members of the Board of Educational Exam- 
iners shall receive compensation at the rate 
of five dollars a day for the time actually 
employed in such service, to be paid out of 
the State General Fund in the usual man- 
ner, 


Sec. 27. The State Board of Education 
Shall grant specia)] certificates valid for 
teaching music, drawing, manual] training, 
penmanship, kindergarten work or any 
specified foreign language, provided that it 
shall be satisfied.that the applicant is quali- 
fled to teach such special subject. The 
Board shall determine as to the fitness of 
the applicant by whatever method shall ap- 
pear to be most appropriate. Such certifi- 
cates shall be valid for two years. A 
speciall certificate shall entitle the holder 
to teach only the subject or subjects men- 
tioned in the certificate. 


Sec. 28. The State Board of Education 
may, at its discretion, issue temporary cer- 
tificates without examination; provide, 


that such certificate shall be issued only 
upon request of the Board of School Trus- 
tees of a school district in this State, and 
that such certificate shall be valid only 
until the next teachers’ examination held 
in the county in which such persons shall 
be teaching. If any member of the Board 
of School Trustees making the above-men- 
tioned request is a member of the family 
Or a near relative of the applicant, the 
certificate shall not be granted. Not more 
than one temporary certificatd shall be 
granted to any one person. 

Sec. 29. No certificate authorized by 
this Act shall be issued to any person un- 
der sixteen years of age. 


Sec. 30. No teacher shall be entitled to 
receive any portion of the public school 
moneys as compensation for services ren- 
dered unless such teacher shall have been 
legally employed by the Board of Trus- 
tees, nor unless such teacher shall have a 
certificate issued in accordance with law, 
in full force and effect at the time such 
service is rendered, nor unless such teach- 
er shall have made a ful) and correct re- 
port, in the form and manner prescribed 
by law, to the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and to the Board of School 
Trustees. 


Sec, 31. Each and every teacher in this 
State, whose compensation is payable out 
of the public funds, shal] take anJ sub- 
scribe to the oath as prescribed by the 
fifteenth article of the State Constitution 
before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of such teacher. Such oath, when 
so taken and subscribed to, shall, if that 
of a teacher. in the State University, be 
filed in the office of the Board of Regents; 
if of any other class of teachers, the same 
shall be filed in the office of the Superio- 
tendent of Public Instruction. 


The oath is as follows: 


a) , do solemniy swear 
(or affirm) that I will support, protect and 
defend the Constitution and Government 
of the United States, and the Constitution 
and Government of the State of Nevada, 
against all enemies, whether domestic or 
foreign, and that I will bear true faith, al- 
legiance and loyalty to the same, any ordi- 
nance, resolution or law of any State Con 
vention or Legislature to the contrary not- 
withstanding; and further, that I do this 
with a full determination, pledge and pur- 
pose, without any mental] resefvation or 
evasion whatever. And | do further sol- 
emnly swear (or affirm) that I have not 
fought a duel, nor sent or accepted a chal- 
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lenge to fight a duel, nor been a second to 
either party, nor in any manner aided or 
assisted in such duel, nor been knowingly 
the bearer of such challenge or acceptance, 
since the adoption of the Constitution of 
the State of Nevada, and that I will not 
be so engaged or concerned, directly or 
indirectly, in or about such duel, during 
my continuance in office. And_ further, 
that I will well and faithfully perform all 
the duties of the office of 
on which I am about to enter (if an oath), 
“so help me God”; (if an affirmation), 
“under the pains and penalties of perjury.”

Sec. 32. The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and the Deputy Superintendents 
of Public Instruction are hereby author- 
ized to administer the oath (or affirmation) 
to teachers and al] other oaths (or affirma- 
tions) relating to public schools. The 
Clerk of the Board of Schoo) Trustees is 
hereby authorized to administer the oata 
(or affirmation) to teachers and School 
Census Marshals. No officer shall receive 
any compensation for administering the 
oath (or affirmation) as provided in this 
section. 


Sec. 33. All teachers of public schools 
shall keep registers of all the scholars at- 
tending such schools, their age, daily at- 
tendance and time of continuance at school, 
and suca further statistics as may be re- 
quired by the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, and shall deliver such registers, 
at the close of their term of employment, 
to the Board of Trustees of their respect- 
ive districts. 


Sec. 34. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of Trustees, a majority of whom 
shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business,’ to meet as soon as prac- 
ticabie after taking the oath of office, at 
such place as may be most convenient in 
the district, and to organize by appointing 
one of their number President of tae 
Board and another as Clerk. It shall be 
the duty of the President to preside at 
the meetings of the Board. It shall be 
the duty of the Clerk to record the pro- 
ceedings of the Board in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose; and all such pro- 
ceedings, when so recorded, shall be 
signed by said Clerk. Said book shall at 
all times be subject to the inspection of 
any taxpayer in the district; and said 


Clerk shall cause full minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of each session of the Board to 
be published in some newspaper having 
general circulation in the district; pro- 
vided, that such publication can be had 
without expense to the district. In dis- 
tricts having a schoo] population of three 
hundred or more and not exceeding one 
thousand, the Clerk of the Board of Trus- 
tees may receive such salary as said Board 
may allow; provided, that such salary 
shall not exceed ten doilars per month; 
provided, that in districts having a school 
population of one thousand or more, the 
Clerk of the Board of .Trustees shall re- 
ceive not to exceed twenty-five dollars. 


Sec. 35. In all schoo] districts in which 
there are not less than three hundred 
school census children, as shown by the 
last preceding school census report, the 
Board of School Trustees shall hold a reg- 
ular meeting at least once each month, at - 
such time and place as it shall determine, 
and public notice of such meetings shall 
be given in one or more newspapers pub- 
lished in such district; provided, that such 
notices can be published without cost to 
the district. 


Sec. 36. No action of the Board ot 
School Trustees shall be valid unless 
such action snall receive the approval] of 
a majority of the members of such Board 
at a regularly called meeting. “The Clerk 
of the Board shall give at least two days’ 
notice of each meeting to each member of 
the Board of Schoo] Trustees, specifying 
the time and place of each meeting; pro- 
vided, that if all members of such Board 
are present at such meeting the lack of 
such notification shall not invalidate its 
proceedings. 


Sec. 37. Each Board of Public School 
Trustees shall constitute a body corpo- 
rate, and shall have care and custody of al! 
school property within their district. They 
shall have power to convey by deed all 
estate or interest of their district in any 
schoo] house or site directed to be sold 
by vote of the district. It shall be their 
duty, directed by a vote of their district, 
to build, purchase or hire schoo] houses 
for the use of the district, and also, with- 
out such vote, to cause needed repairs of 
the same, when the expense of such re- 
pairs will not exceed five hundred dol- 
lars, and to supply school houses with the 
necessary furniture, fixtures and fuel; 
provided, that no public school house shall 
be erected in any school district in the 
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State until the plan of the same has been 
submitted to and approved by the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. The §Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction may re- 
fuse to approve bills in payment of ex- 
penses incurred in disregard of this pro- 
vision. Trustees shall cause to be erected 
such outhouses as decency requires, and 
in case of failure or neglect in this par- 
ticular, it shall be the duty of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction to cause the 
work to ve done, and to pay for the same 
out of the funds belonging to the delin- 
quent district. All conveyances of real 
estate made by the Board of School Trus- 
tees shall be in their name corporate and 
to their successors in office. 


Sec. 38. No Trustee shall be pecuni- 
arily interested in any contract made by 
the Board of Trustees of which he is a 
member. 


Sec. 39. It shall be the duty of the 
Clerk of the Board of School Trustees ot 
each district to report to the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction the number of 
schools, specifying the different grades, the 
number of teachers, male and female; the 
number of children, male and female, who 
have attended school within the past year; 
the average attendance; the length of the 
term of school; the compensation of teach- 
ers, male and female; the number and 
condition of the school houses and furni- 


ture, and the estimated value thereof; the. 


number of books in public school libraries; 
the text books used in schools; the value 
and kind of school apparatus; district tax- 
ation and subscription for schoo] purposes; 
the amount expended in erecting and fur- 
nishing school houses, and other such sta 
tistics as the Superintendent of Public In. 
struction may require. 


Sec. 40. The Board of School Trustees 
in any district consisting of, or including 
within its limits, an incorporated city, and 
which shall have more than five hundred 
resident children not less than six years 
nor more than eighteen years of age, as 
shown by the last preceding school census 
report, is authorized to create the office of 
City Superintendent of Schools for such 
district, to define the powers and duties 
of such office and to elect to this office any 


person qualified to teach in high schools 
of this State. 


Sec, 41. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of School Trustees to employ teach- 


ers, to determine the salary to be paid and 
the length of the term of employment for 
such teachers, embodying these conditions 
in a written contract to be signed by the 
Clerk, at the order of the Board, and by 
the teacher; provided, that the Board shal! 
not have the right to employ teachers for 
any term of service commencing after the 
time for which any member of the BoarJ 
of Trustees was elected. The salaries ot 
teachers shall be determined by the char- 
acter of the service required, and in no 
district shall there be any discrimination 


in the matter of salary as against female 
teachers. 


Sec. 42. It shall be the duty of the 
Clerk of the Board of School Trustees in 
each district, subject to the direction of 
said Board, to draw all orders for the pay- 
ment of the moneys belonging to his dis- 
trict, and such orders shall be valid vouch- 
ers in the hands of the County Auditor for 
warrants on the County Treasurer, to be 
paid out of funds belonging to such dis- 
trict; provided, that no warrant for the 
payment of money for a new school build- 
ing or for repairs or furniture in excess of 
five hundred dollars shall be issued unless 
the order shall be approved by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. 


Sec. 43. All such orders shall be accom- 
panied by an itemized statement of the 
purposes for which the order is issued, and 
such statements shall be kept on file in the 
office of the County Auditor, subject to in- 
spection by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction or his deputy, until ordered to 
be destroyed by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. No order for the payment of the 
money of any district shall be issued by 
the Clerk of such district unless there’ shall 
be in the county treasury credited to such 
district a sum of money equal to the 
amount for which the order is issued, and 
available for the purpose of such order. It 
the Clerk of the Board of School Trustees 
of any district shall draw any order for the 
payment of school moneys in violation of 
the laws of this State, the members of the 
Board of School Trustees of such district 
shall be jointly and severally liable for the 
amount of such order. 


Sec. 44. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of School Trustees, as represented 
by at least one member, to visit the school 
or schools under their charge at least once 
each year. The Board may invite other 
competent persons to visit the school or 
schools and report as to the building, the 
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equipment, the heaith of pupils, and as to 
the management and instruction of the 
pupils. 


Sec. 45. The School Trustees shall have 
the power, and it shal] be their duty: 


First—To provide school houses with 
maps, blackboards, furniture and other 
necessary apparatus, including library and 
cabinet cases, if deemed expedient, and pay 
for the same out of the county school 
moneys belonging to their district. 


Second—To provide books for the indi- 
gent children, and record books for the 
district, and to pay for the same out of 
the county school’ moneys belonging to 
their district. 


Third—To divide the public schools with- 
in their district into kindergarten, pri- 
mary, grammar and high-school depart- 
ments, and to employ competent and le- 
gally qualified teachers for the instruction 
of the different departments whenever they 
shall deem such division into departments 
advisable; provided, there shall be such 
means for all such departments, and if not, 
then in the order in which they are herein 
named, excepting the kindergarten depart- 
ment, which shall not be considered as 
taking precedence of any other depart- 
ment; provided, also, that the kindergarten 
department shall not be established in a 
school district having a schoo] census pop- 
ulation of less than three hundred. 


Fourth—To suspend or expel from any 
public school within their district, with the 
advice of the teachers, any pupil who will 
not submit to reasonable and ordinary 
rules of order and discipline therein, and 
to exclude from shoo] children under six 
years of age when the interest of the 
school requires it to be done. 


Fifth—To apportion the school fund 
among the several schools within their dis- 
trict in proportion to the average number 
of pupils attending such schools. 


Sixth—At the close of their official term 
to deliver over their books of record,. and 
all papers, books, blanks, documents, 
money and all other property in their 
hands as such Trustees, to their successors 
in office, and take their receipt for the 
same, which receipt shall be filed with the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 


Sec. 46. 
power: 


The School Trustees shall have 


Mirst—To unite two contiguous schoo! 
districts in the same county or adjoininz 
counties, and to establish a union schoo! 
to be supported out of the funds belonging 
to their respective districts, and a schoo! 
thus established shall be governed by a 
joint board composed of the Trustees ‘ot 
the combining districts. 


Second—To make arrangements with the 
Trustees of an adjoining district for the 
attendance of such children in the school 
of either district as may be most con- 
venient, and to transfer the schoo] moneys 
due by apportionment to such children to 
the district in which they may attend 
school. The School Trustees of any dis- 
trict may transfer to an adjoining district 
any child, together with all school moneys 
due by apportionment to such child, when- 
ever the parent or guardian shall present 
a written request accompanied by a writ- 
ten permit from the Board of School Trus- 
tees of the adjoining district. 


Sec. 47. Each village, town or incor- 
ported city of this State shall constitute 
but one school district; and the public 
schools therein shall be under the super- 
vision and control of the Trustees thereof; 
provided, in all such villages, towns and 
cities wherein the aggregate number ot 
registered voters thereof, at the last pre- 
vious general election, exceeds fifteen hun- 
dred, there shall be elected five instead ot 
three Trustees. 


Sec. 48. The Board of County Commis- 
sioners of the several counties of this 
State are hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to create new school disiricts, change 
the boundaries of schoo] districts hereto- 
fore established, or abolish the same when- 
ever in their judgment it shall be for the 
best interests of the common schools to 
do 80; »vided, that the boundaries of any 
school ditrict shall not be changed nor 
shall any schoo] district with the legal 
number of schoo] children within said dis- 
trict be abolished for the purpose of join- 
ing or consolidating said school district 
with another schoo] district unless a peti- 
tion signed by at least three-fifths of the 
residents of said district be presented to 
said Board of County Commissioners pray- 
ing for the change in the boundaries or for 
the abolishment of said district; provided 
further, that when a new school district is 
organized, school shall be commenced with- 
in one hundred and twenty days from the 
action of the Board of County Commission- 
ers creating such new schoo] district, and 
if school shall not be commenced within 
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». said one hundred and twenty days in 
ve gaid new district, then such action 
all become’ void, and no such district 
hal] exist; and provided further, that no 
istrict organized under the provisions or 
nis Aet after its passage shall exceed in 
ize sixteen miles square. 


Sec. 49. In any neighborhood or com- 
munity containing not more than twenty 
school census children, and where one 
school can accommodate all the school cen- 
sus children therein, although the most dis- 
tant school census child reside not to ex- 
ceed five miles from the schoo] house, but 
one school shall receive public school 
money, and the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall decide the school house 
in which the school shall be kept open. 


Sec. 50. No schoo] district shall be en- 
titled to receive moneys from the county 
funds unless there shall be residing in the 
district at least five school census children. 


Sec, 51. No school district, except when 
newly organized, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive any portion of the public school 
moneys in which there shall not have been 
taught a public school for at least three 
months within the year ending the last day 
of August previous; and no public school 
shall receive any moneys, benefits or im- 
munities under the provisions of this Act 
unless such school shall have been in- 
structed by a teacher or teachers duly ex- 
amined, approved and employed by legal 
authority, as herein provided. When a 
new district is formed py the division of 
an old one, it shall be entitled to a just 
share of the schoo) moneys to the credit of 
the old district after the payment of all 
outstanding debts at the time when a 
school] was actually commenced in such 
new district; and the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction shall divide and appor- 
tion such remaining money according to 
the number of school census children resi- 
dent in each district, for which purpose he 
may order a census to be taken, the ex- 
penses of which shall be met as provided 
i, See. 70 of this Act. 


Sec. 52. A joint school district may be 
rmed of parts of two or more counties, 
ovided a majority of the qualified voters 
i: that part of each county which it is 
' Xposed to include in such joint district 
all petition for the creation of such joint 
trict, such petition to contain a descrip- 


tion of the boundaries of the proposed joint 
district. When such identical petition is 
presented to the Board of County Commis. 
sioners in each county in which any part 
of the territory. of said proposed joint dis- 
trict is located, such Boards shall, if they 
favor the establishment of a joint district, 
provide for such establishment, and the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction shal! 
appoint the members of the Board of Schoo! 
Trustees, who shall serve until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified according 
to law. 


Sec. 53. The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall apportion the county 
school funds to any such joint district as 
follows: In apportioning sixty per cent of 
the school funds m any county he shal! ap- 
portion to a joint district the regular 
amount per census child residing in that 
county. In apportioning forty per cent of 
the county school funds of any county he 
shall consider the teacher as belonging in 
part to each county, part of: which lies in 
the joint district, and the part belonging to 
any county will be in proportion to the 
number of school census children in that 
county. 


Sec. 54. The public school year shall 
commence on the first day of September 
and end on the last day of August. 


Sec. 55. Except when special agree- 
ment is made, a school month shall con- 
sist of four weeks of five days each, and 
teachers shall be paid only for the time in 
which they are actually engaged in teach 
ing; provided, that when an intermission 
of less than six days is ordered by the 
Trustees, no deduction of salary shall be 
made therefor. 


Sec. 56. No books, tracts or papers of a 
sectarian oor denominational character 
shall be used or introduced in any schools 
established under the provisions of this 
Act; nor shall any sectarian or denomina- 
tional doctrines be taught therein; nor 
shall any school whatever receive any of 
the public schoo] funds which has not been 
taught in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act. 


. Sec. 67. All. lots, buildings or other 
school property, owned by any district, 
town or city, and devoted to public school 
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purposes, shall be, and the same are here- 
by, exempted from taxation and from sale 
on any execution or other writ or order in 
the nature of an execution. 


Sec. 58. Physiology or hygiene shall be 
taught in the public schools of this State, 
and especial attention shall be given to the 
effects of stimulants and narcotics upon 
the human system. 


Sec. 59. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of Schoo] Trustees of each district 
to appoint a competent person over twen- 
ty-one years of age as School Census Mar- 
shal before the first day of March of each 
school year and to notify the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction of such appoint- 
ment immediately after it is made. This 
section shall not be construed in such a 
way as to prevent the appointment of a 
member of the Board of Schoo] Trustees or 
of a woman as School Census Marshal. Be- 
fore the School Census Marshal shall enter 
upon the performance of his duties he shall 
take and subscribe to the oath of office, 
and such oath shal] be filed in the office 
of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. 


Sec. 60. The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall supply each Schoo] Cen- 
sus Marshal with printed instructions as 
to his duty, and with all blank forms re- 
quired for taking and reporting the census. 


Sec. 61. It shall be the duty of the 
School Census Marshal of each district to 
take annually in the month of April a cen- 
sus of the resident children of the district 
for which he shall have been appointed, 
and to report the same to the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction. The term “resi- 
dent children,” as used in this section, 
shall be defined in such a way as to in- 
clude: First, children residing with their 
parents or guardians in such district; sec- 
ond, children temporarily residing outside 
of said district for the purpose of attend- 
ing institutions of learning or benevolent 
institutions, such as schools for the deaf 
and blind and orphans’ homes; provided, 
that the parents of such children shall be 
residing in such district on the first day of 
April; and provided further, that the chil- 
dren themselves shall have been actual 
residents of tne district immediately pre- 
vioug to the time of such outside resi- 
dence. The term “resident children” shall 
be further defined in such a way as to 


exclude: First, Indian children who sha)! 
not have attended public school during the 
last preceding year; second, children ten. 
porarily visiting in or passing through sai. 
district; third, children who have never 
actually resided within the district, even in 
cases where the parents or guardian sha!! 
reside in such district; fourth, children 
who are residing in the district for the 
purpose of attending institutions of learn- 
ing or benevolent institutions; and. in gen- 
eral, all children who may properly be in- 
cluded in the census of some other dis- 
trict. 


; 


Sec. 62. The School Census Marsha! 
shall visit each habitation, home, residence, 
domicile, or place of abode in his district 
and require the necessary information of 
parents or others competent to give ac- 
curate information, supplementing and cor- 
recting this by actual observation when 
necessary. The Censue Marshal shal! 
have power to administer the legal oath to 
parents, guardians, and other persons fur- 
nishing such information. 


Sec. 63. The report of ‘the School Cen- 
sus Marshal shall be made upon upon 
blank forms to be furnished by the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, and shal! 
show the following facts: 


First—The full names of all children less 
than twenty years old and residing in the 
district on the first day of April, such 
names to be given by families under the 
name of the parents or guardians. 


Second—The year, month and day on 
which each child was born, and the age in 
years, counting to the first day of April. 


Third—The sex and color of each child. 


Fourth—The place of bifth of each chili 
and of each parent.

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Sec. 64. In tne case of districts lying 
artly in two or more counties, the School 
‘ensus Marsha] shall report separately the 
hildren of each county. 


Sec. 65. If the Board of School Trustees 
of any district shall fail to appoint a 
School Census Marshal and to notify the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction of the 
same, as provided in Sec. 58 of this Act, it 
shall be the duty of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction to call the attention of 
the Clerk of the Board of such district to 
such failure, and if a notification of an 
appointment is not received at his office 
before the first day of April, the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction shall appoint 
the Schoo] Census Marshal for such dis- 
trict, such appointee to proceed in like 
manner as if appointed by the Board of 
School Trustees, and any appointment of 
Census Marshal made by the Board ot 
School Trustees’ of such district shall be 
void, 


Sec. 66. Immediately after the School 
Census Marshal] shall have completed the 
work of taking the census, he shall sub- 
mit a report of the same, according to a 
form to be prescribed by the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, to the Clerk of 
the Board of School Trustees, and if the 
Clerk finds the report to be correct, accord- 
ing to the best of his knowledge, he shal! 
sign the same, after which the Census 
Marshal shall transmit it to the Superin- 
dent of Public Instruction with a sworn 
statement to the effect that reasonable dili- 
gence and care have been exercised and 
that, to the best of his knowledge, all parts 
of the report are correct. 


Sec. 67. In the case of districts having 
a school census population of less than 
three hundred, the report shall be sent to 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
before the fifteenth day of May. In the 
case of districts having over three hun- 
dred census children, the report shall be 
sent to the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction before the first day of June. 


Sec. 68. The Superintendent of Public 
instruction shall compare the census re- 
ports submitted to him by the various. 
Schoo] Census Marshals so far as he shall 
‘onsider needful, and he shall strike from 
hem the names of any children whose 
names are, according to his best’ knowl- 
‘dge, wrongly included in the reports, and 


it shall be his duty to correct all manifest 
errors in such reports. In all cases he 
shall make sufficient investigation to con- 
firm him in his action before correcting 
any report. 


Sec. 69. If at any time the Superinten- 
dent shall have reason to believe that a 
report contains errors. which he is unable 
to correct, or if at any time the report ot 
the School Census Marshal is not trans- 
mitted as provided by Sec. 66 of this Act, 
he may appoint a special Schoo] Census 
Marshal who shal] retake the census as 
soon as practicable and not later than the 
thirtieth day of June, conforming other- 
wise to the rules governing the original 
census. 


Sec. 70. Every bill for the compensa- 
tion of a School Census Marshal! shal! be 
presented to the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of the county in which the district 
for which he shall have been appointed 
lies, and upon the order of said Board shall 
be paid as other claims out of the Gen- 
eral Fund of the county. No bill for the 
compensation of any School Census Mar- 
shal shall be ordered paid unless the Dill 
shall be accompanied by a statement from 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction to 
the effect that a satisfactory census report 
has been returned as provided by law. 


Sec. 71. If the School Census Marshal 
of any district neglects or refuses to make 
his report at the time and in the manner 
prescribed by law, or if he, with intention 
to defraud the State, or through failure to 
exercise reasonable care, include the names 
of children in volation ot law, or if he re- 
port their ages falsely, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by a fine in 
any amount not less than five or more than 
one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the county jai] not less than five nor more 
than thirty days, and it shall be the duty 
of the various District Attorneys to cause 
the arrest and prosecution of such persons 
upon information furnished by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, other school 
officers, or by other persons. 


Sec. 72. All moneys accruing to this 
State from the sale of lands heretofore 
given or bequeathed, or that may hereafter 
be given or bequeathed, for public school 
purposes; all fines collected under the 
penal laws of the State; two per cent of 
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the gross proceeds of all toll roads and 
bridges, and all estates that may escheat 
to the State, shall be and the same are 
hereby solemnly pledged for educational 
purposes, and shall not be transferred to 
any other fund for other uses, but shall 
constitute an irreducible and indivisible 
fund, to be known as the State Permanent 
Schoo] Fund, which shall be investeld as 
provided in Sec. 88 of this Act. 





Sec. 73. An ad valorem tax of six cents 
on the hundred dollars of all taxable prop- 
erty in the State is hereby levied and di- 
rected to be collected and paid in the same 
manner as other State taxes are required 
to be paid; and said tax shal] be known as 
the State School Tax, and the Board of 
County Commissioners of the several coun- 
ties shall, annually, at the same time other 
State taxes are levied, add this to the oth- 
er taxes provided by law to be levied and 
collected, and it shall be annually collected 
at the same time and in the same manner

Sec. 77. The Board of County Commis 
sioners of each county shall, annually, at 
the time of levying other county taxes, 
levy a county school tax, not to exceed 
fifty cents nor less than fifteen cents on 
each one hundred dollars valuation of tax- 
able property, which tax shall be added to 
the county tax and collected in the same 
manner, and paid into the county treasury 
as a special] deposit, to be drawn in the 
Same manner as other public school 
moneys; and should said County Commis- 
sioners fail or neglect to levy said tax as 
required it shall be the duty of the County 
Auditor to add such tax as the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction may deem 
sufficient, between the limits of fifteen and 
fifty cents on each one hundred dollars 
valuation of taxable property in the coun- 
ty, to the assessment roll, to be collected 
as specified in this section.

Sec. 79. When, in the judgment of the 
Board of School Trustees of any district, 
the school moneys to which such district 
shall be entitled for the coming schoo!

school properly and for a sufficient number 
of months, said Board shall have power to 
direct that a tax of not more than twenty-

BULLETIN NO, 102—Giving the Law and the Rules of the State Board of Education, Under 
Which Special High School Credentials May be Granted. 


August 15, 1906. 

The law is found in Section 1521, Sub. 
2 of the Political Code, which enumerates 
the following powers and duties of the State 
Board of Education: 

“2. (a) To prescrible by general rule the 
credentials upon which persons may be 
granted certificates to teach in the high 
schools of this State. No credentials shall 
be prescribed or allowed, unless the same, 
in the judgment of said Board, are equiva- 
lent of a diploma of graduation from the 
University of California, and are satisfac- 
tory evidence that the holder thereof has 
taken an amount of pedagogy equivalent to 
the minimum amount of pedagogy pre- 
scribed by the State Board of Education 
of this State, and include a recommendation 
for a high school certificate from the faculty 
of the institution in which the pedagogical 
work shall have been taken. 

“(b) The said Board shall also consider 
the cases of individual applicants who have 
taught suecessfully for a period of not less 
than twenty school months, and who are 
not possessed of the credentials prescribed 
by the Board under the provisions of this 
section. The said Board, in its discretion, 
may issue to such applicants special cre- 
dentials upon which they may be granted 
certificates to teach in the high schools of 
the State. In such special cases, the Board 
may take cognizance of any adequate evi- 
dence of preparation which the applicants 
may present. The standard of qualification 
in such special cases shall not. be lower 
than that represented by the other creden- 
tials named by the Board under the pro- 
visions of this section.” 

Paragraph (a) relates to the requirements 
for general high school certification; (b) 
relates directly to special high school cre- 
dentials to be granted by the State Board 
of Education. Particular attention is di- 
rected to the last sentence in paragraph (b) 
given above. 

In pursuance of this law the State Board 
of Eucation has adopted the following rules 
ne t . granting of special high school er& 
enti.ls:

Rule 1. Graduates of institutions belong- 
ing to the Association of American Univer- 
sities who have taught, with decided success, 
as regular teachers or as principals, at 
least twenty months subsequent to gradua- 
tion in any reputable school, elementary or 
secondary, may receive special high school 
credentials.

Rule 2. Graduates of Colleges of recog- 
nized high academic standing, who have had 
pedagogical training equivalent to that pre- 
scribed in Rule 1 and who have taught with 
decided success at least twenty months sub- 
sequent to graduation in any reputable 
school, elementary or secondary, moy re- 
ceive high school credentials. 

Rule 3. Applicants who have not had the 
regular academic and professional training 
referred to in the preceding rules, but who 
present adequate-evidence of wide and thor- 
ough scholarship, and who taught with de- 
cided success at least twenty-seven months 
as regular teachers or as principals in high 
schools of high standing, having courses of 
study not less than four years in length, or 
in other institutions having equivalent 
courss, may receive special high school cre- 
dentials. 

Rule 3. In accordance with an opinion 
rendered by the Attorney-General, the State 


Board of Education will not grant creden- 


tials for high school teachers’ certificates 
to applicants who are not residents of the 
State of California. 

Rule 5. Every application for special cre- 
dentials under the foregoing rules must be 
accompanied by the certificate of a reput- 
able physician, showing that the applicant 
is in sound badily health.

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It is forty-seven years since the College 
of California opened its doors in Oakland, 
and thirty-nine years since the State Uni- 
versity of California was established. In 
1890 the colleges at Berkeley had 401 stu- 
denis; in the present year they have about 
2,800. The officers of instruction have in- 
creased in the same period from 45 to 331. 
For the use and maintenance of the Uni- 
versity a considerable property has been 
amassed during the years, tarough gift, 
appropriation and accumulation. The land 
and buildings in Berkeley amply represent 
a value of four and a half millions; the 
outlying properties, including the Lick Ob- 
servatory, the Kearney estate and the 
University Farm at Davisville, a value of 
two and a half millions; the equipment, in- 
cluding the libraries, $1,900,000, or a total 
of approximately nine millions. The regu- 
lar income from the United States Govern- 
ment ($52,500) and from the _ State, 
capitalized at four per cent., represents a 
foundation, actually more secure than in- 
vested funds, of twelve and a half millions. 
To this must be added the invested endow- 
ment funds of $3,770,000, fifty-seven per 
cent of which is due to private gift, to es- 
tablish the present rating of the Univer- 
sity as approximately twenty-five and a 
quarter million dollars. The estimated in- 
come of the next year is $973,660. In these 
figures is discovered somewhat of the meas- 
ure of the responsibility resting upon the 
shoulders of the Regents. 

The Secretary of the Regents reports 
that twenty-seven per cent of the last 
year’s receipts came by gift of private 
citizens, eighteen per cent as income from 
endowment funds, four per cent from the 
United States Government, forty-three per 
cent from the State of California, five per 
cent from students’ fees. 

Five of the largest gifts of the year are 
not included in the Secretary’s report, as 
they had not come into the full possession 
of the University within the fiscal year. 
The will of Mr. M. Theodore Kearney gives 
to the University fifty-four hundred acres 
of i -rtile land near Fresno with ranch- 
buil\ings and superb equipment, represent- 
ing itogether a value of between $800,000 
and ~900,000 above all incumbrances. The 
anni] net income of this ranch in recent 
yea: has been from $55,000 to $75,000.

In July last $100,000 was given by Mrs. 
John W. mMackay and Mr. Clarence H. Mac- 
kay for the endowment of the John W. 
Mackay, Jr., Professorship of Electrical En- 
zineering. 

Miss Ellen B. Scripps has set aside $50,- 
000 for the erection of a permanent labora- 
tory for the University’s marine biological! 
station at La Jolla. 

Mrs, Elizabeth Boalt has recently placed 
in the hands of trustees $100,000 for the 
erection of a law building. 

Other gifts for the year are the follow- 
ing: From Mrs, Hearst, $20,000 for the 
support of the department of anthropology, 
$6,000 for the architectural work, $2,400 for 
scholarships, $300 for the mining depart- 
ment; Mrs. Therese F. Colin, as en- 
dowment of a graduate fellowship, prop- 
erty valued at $11,000; from Mrs. William 
H. Crocker, $2,500 for archaeological re- 
search; from the Order of the Golden Bear, 
a building known as Senior Hall, standing 
in Strawberry Canyon east of the Faculty 
Club. The building, which is an unique 
structure of redwood logs, and the furni- 
ture, which is like in material and spirit, 
represent a cost of about $5,000; from the 
heirs of Mr. Levi Strauss, the University 
received for scholarships $3,500; from Mr. 
D. O. Mills, $7,500 for astonomical research; 
from a nameless friend, $5,000 toward the 
maintenance of the department of physi- 
ology, and from another $1,200 for the sup- 
port of work in palaentology; from Mr. R. 
J. Taussig, $100 for the Bryce historical 
essay prize; from Mr. Charles F. Butters, 
$100 as a prize for an assay on Central 
American trade relations; from Mr. W. 8. 
Tupper, $100 as a prize for an essay on 
insurance; from Mr. Albert Bonnheim, $25° 
for prizes in ethical discussions; from Mr. 
James K. Moffitt, Mr. E. A. Denicke and 
Mr. Robert Belcher, continuance of their 
support of particular departments of the 
library; from Mr. James H. Hyde, $300 for 
lectures; from Dr. Morris Herzstein, $500 
for lectures in medicine, and from Profes- 
sor Alexander Agassiz, $2,100 for work in 
the department of zoology. The total of 
gifts for the year, aside from books and 
materials such as machinery, etc., is $1,- 
364,700. This does not include an amount 
of about $300,000 which has recently come 
or is just coming into the treasury in final 
settlement of the Charles F. Doe bequest.

The Legislature in its recent session ap- 
propriated to the university for use in the 
next two years the amounts hereinafter 
numerated. In the general appropriation 
bill, for general support there was pro- 
vided $200,000, for printing $6,000, for the 
maintenance of the pathological stations at 
Whittier and Riverside $35,000, and- for 
the department of music $6,000. In sepa- 
rate bills the following sums were voted 
for the purposes designated: Bquipment 
for plant pathology, $3,000; viticulture, 
$1,500: 
Farmers’ Institute, $12,000; 
adjacent to grounds, $2,100; buildings at 
Lick Observatory, $6,621; University Farm 
equipment and maintenance, $132,000; mak- 
ing up loss of income, $101,314. 


The organization of care for the health 
of the students, under charge of two physi- 
cians—one for the women and one for the 
men—coupled with the provision of a well- 
equipped student hospital, constitutes one 
of the best advances of the year. Since the 
hospital opened it has had continually* six 
to ten patients in bed, and ten to twenty 
dispensary cases daily. The capacity of 
the hospital is twenty-six beds. 


The sharp rise in cost of rooms for stu- 
dents in Berkeley, as well as considera- 
tion for the social] well-being of the stu- 
dents, emphasizes a demand for dormi- 
tories. ° 

The need of an agricultural building has 
passed all ordinary bounds. Irrigation, 
Entomology, Veterinary Science, Horticul- 
ture, Viticulture, Dairying, Fertilizer Con- 
trol, Cereal Improvement Laboratories, all 
seek shelter under one roof with agricul- 
ture—not to speak of a number of State 
departments or commissions whose offices 
and laboratories are almost by necessity 
at the University; thus the Hygienic La- 
boratory of the State Board of Health, the 
Irrigation Investigation of the United 
States Department of Agriculture have 
long had their quarters here, and now the 
State Board of Health is seeking place here 
for pure-food work, and the United States 
Department of Agriculture has had its 
pure-food laboratory and offices with us 
since October last. Furthermore, ever 
since the calamity of last April the meat- 
inspection service of the United States Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry has maintained its

for the plant pathologist, $12,000; — 


— 





laboratory in a corner of the general agri. 
cultural laboratory. It is only through mis. 
understanding including misunderstanding 
of relative need that an adequate agricui- 
tural building was not provided this year. 


Our library has grown in eight years 
from 75,000 volumes to over 200,000; it is 
beginning to have some honest claims for 
being considered a scholar’s library; by 
reason of it, it is now possible for a schol 
ar to establish himself in California with. 
out relinquishing all hope of continuing 
productive work. The present collection 
of books has cost certainly not less than 
$700,000; it could not be replaced for any 
amount. The present library building is as 
vulnerable to fire as a building well could 
be. A fireproof structure must be built 
and ought to be begun immediately. We 
had hoped with good reason that the Doe 
bequest would yield $800,000; through the 
fire it shrank to $600,000. That amount, 
however, we shall soon have in hand— 
and then the question arises, whether we 
can in any way construct half a library 
building and trust to a beneficent future 
for the other half. I have reasonable con- 
fidence in the future—but it must be re 
membered that it is in our power, here and 
now, to constrain the future.

The National School Superintenden';’ 
Meeting 


From February 25 to 28 Chicago was tie 
mecca of prominent educators from || 
parts of the United States. Maine and 
California, Oregon and Florida were repe- 
sented. The meeting of the Department of 
Superintendence of the National Educa. 
tional Association is, perhaps, the best edu. 
cational meeting of the year. Its discus- 
sions are of special interest to city, coun'y 
and State superintendents. At the same 
time and place there were held meetings 
of the Educational Press Association, the 
Society of College Teachers of Education, 
and the National Society for the Scientific 
Study of Education. 


During the sessions of the Department of 
Superintendence, State Superintendent W. 
W. Stetson of Maine, the President, adde. 


. to his already enviable reputation as an 


able, enthusiastic educator and a large- 
hearted, genial gentleman. He made friends 
of all who saw him preside or heard him 
speak. 


The addresses of the various meetings 
will be published in the Annual Proceed- 
ings of the National Educational Associa- 
tion, which will be sent free of cost to al! 
members of the Association. Only a few 
points of special interest can be men- 
tioned here. 

Superintendent Ki. G. Cooley of Chicago, 
who made the address of welcome on be- 
half of the city schools, was himself given 
a warm welcome whenever he appeared. 
The sympathies of the educators present 
are evidently with him in his fight for effi- 
cient schools free from graft and politica! 
pull. 

The questions discussed in the genera! 
meetings of the Associaticn were largely 
sociological in character, .ndicating a de- 
termined purpose to cong Jer the school i 
its relations to the wel.are of society a' 
large. Some of the subjects discusse: 
were: “Is the Child the Ward of the N: 
tion?” “What Should the Public Do fo: 
the Care and Training of Children Befo 
They Are Admitted to the Public Schools’ 
“Admitting That Our Schools Are Defec' 
ive, Wao Is Responsible for Present Cond 
tions?” “Has the Product of Our Schoo) 
Reasonable Fitness in Scholarship and Pe 
sonal Qualities for Citizenship?” In di: 
cussing the question, “What Are the Ess‘ 
tials in Subjects in the Elementary Scho: 
Course?” United States Commissioner FE 
mer Ellsworth Brown emphasized the hi 
torical and practical importance of mor: 
training. Mr. James H. Bckels, preside:

dress upon “The Financial Value of Educ:

The discussion of the “Minimum Quali- 
cations of Teachers for the Elementary 
school and for the High School” indicated 

deep-seated and growing conviction that 
all teachers should receive adequate pro- 
‘essional training for their work. It was 
felt that the complexity of the work otf 
education is so great that only trained 
teachers can do it property. 

At one “Round Table” tae general] topic 
was “The Country Schoo] and Its Better- 
ment.” It was discussed under the follow- 
ing sub-heads: “How to Improve Rural 
Schools;” “Rural School Supervision;’ 
“A Course of Study for District Schools;”’ 
“Manual Training in Rural Schools;” “The 
Consolidated Schoo] and the New Agricul- 
ture,” and “The Value of Educational Cam- 
paigns.” 

The Society of College Teachers of Edu- 
cation discussed at length the “Relation of 
the Department of Education to Otner De- 
partments in Colleges and Universities.” 
There was general, though not universal, 
agreement that the most effective organi- 
zation is that of a Teachers’ College with 
an organization of its own more or less 
apart from the College of Liberal Arts. 
The editor was particularly interested in 
this discussion and opinion, as the plan of 
organization proposed is that waich prac- 
tically prevails in the Normal School and 
Teachers’ College of the University of Wyo- 
ming. 

“The Certification of Teachers” was one 
of the topics considered at length by the 
Society for the Scientific Study of Educa- 
tion, An elaborate and carefully prepared 
report on the subject by Professor E. P. 
Cubberley of the Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity revealed several interesting and 


suggestive facts. 

1. As there are about as many systems 
of public education as there are States and 
Territories in the Union, so there are as 
many plans and standards of certificating 
teachers. 
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2. The scholastic preparation required ot 
teachers varies much in different States, 
but in nearly all of them it is very low for 
the lowest grade of certificate. 

3. The professional preparation required 
of teachers is practically nil for the lowest 
grade of certificate in many States, but 


.more and better work in this line is being 


required. 

4. There is a great lack of discrimination 
in issuing certificates, based upon the kind 
of work the teachers expects to do. In 
many cases a certificate granted for exam- 
ination upon the common school branches 
entitles the holder to teach in the hizh 
schoo] also. 

5. Under existing systems of certifica- 
tion, teachers holding a low-grade certifi- 
cate compete in the market on equal terms 
with those who are much better prepared. 

6. Really well-prepared teachers are in- 
sufficiently protected from the annoyance 
incident to frequent examinations. 

7. Reciprocity between States in the reg- 
istration of certificates is inadequate. 

Professor Cubberley proposed a plan for 
the certification of teachers towards which 
all the States may profitably work, and the 
Society took steps to spread the knowledge 
of it in all the States. 

The next meeting of the Department will 
be held at Washington, D. C., next Febru- 
ary.—"Exchange.”

This dec- 
laration must state at which of the three 
places the examination will be taken, and 
be accompanied with a fee of $5, which will 
be used to defray the expenses of the ex- 
amination.
